Cleveland's Departure Witnessed 
by a Throng. 



The Car the Most Gorgeously Furnished 
That Could be Found. 



The Victorious Democrat* on Iha Way to 
Washington-Mr*. Cleveland and Baby 
Ruth the Favorites With th. Woman 
— How 1 be ruriy Waa Attired. 

Lakkwood, N. J.. March 3. -All Lake- 
wood turned out Thursday to aee l'resi- 
dent-clect Orover Cleveland and party 
off for Washington. Fully 8.000 peopli 
were at the station. Half the number 
were ladies, and they were more Inter- 
ested in teeing Mrs. Cleveland and Haby 
Ruth than the president-elect 

It was just 11:45 a. m., when the 
special train arrived from Jersey City. 
The engine that brought the train from 
Jersey City waa detached from the train 
here and No. HSS waa attached to the 
other end as the route was back as far 
as Elizabethport, over the same track 
the train had passed. Engine No. 880 is 
one of the big, powerful new ones used 
for express purpose* only by the Cen- 
tral railroad of New Jersey. 

The car Oriental for Mr. Cleveland's 
use is one of the moat aumptuously fur- 
nished cars in the country. The ex- 
terior is of a brownieh green color and 
the artistic paneling of the sides are 
lightened up with gilded festoons. The 
platform rails are bright silver, and 
jeweled glaas above the plate wlndoi 
aparkled In the sunlight The interior 
is finished in hand-carved mahogany 
and upholstered in silk plush of old 
rose tint The curtains at the windows 
are of raw silk of an old rose tint with 
golden braid. The carpeting la of dull 
blue and old rose. The car ha* an ob- 
servation room, at the rear a dining 
room, two bed rooms, a kitchen and a 
wine cellar. It 1* lighted by incande- 
scent electric light* by means of a stor- 
age battery. 

The Monmouth is the directors' car 
of the Central railroad of New Jersey. 
It is seventy-five feet long and has a 
deep olive-green exterior. It is finished 
inside in a quarter sawed oak and has 
a large observation room at one end, 
with sage green ourtains and red plush 
upholstery and easy chair* The Balti- 
more is the private car of President 
Meyer, of the R *u It it similar to 
th* Oriental in slae and general plan, 
butit is not so rich.

Gruesome Find in an Abandoned 

Hut in Indiana. 



Eleven Skeletons Confront a Party of 
of Workmen In a Cellar.

Indianapolis, Ind, March 3.— A sen- 
sational reminder of the days of the 
Knoulock and Prather families, of Du- 
bois county, was unearthed Wednesday 
by John Flannigau, the present o\ 
of what still bears the name of "Knob- 
look Ranch." There were eight sot 
the two families, and years ago they 
formed a part of a desperate gang of 
horse thieves and robbers that infested 
southern Indiana. 

"Knoblook Place" was the most pre- 
tentious house in the country, being a 
large two-story log house, which was 
suffered to fall into decay after the 
gang was broken up and tied the state. 
The massive logs of < which it was 
made rotted partially away and 
fell into a huge pile, and have 
lain thus for years, a thtcket 
of underbrush growing up around 
them. Flannlg-an had a force of 
at work Thursday clearing the ground, 
and when the debris was removed the 
men began to take out the stone of 
which the foundation was made. They 
soon discovered that a cellar had been 
made under the floor, and the heavy 
logs which formed the ceiling were well 
preserved. They were removed and the 
cellar was seen to consist of three apart - 

In the corner of the first apartment 
stood a heavy, high, old-fashioned bed- 
stead, upon which lay two skeletons, 
dreaaed in what appeared to be well- 
preserved clothing, though it fell to 
dust when touched. The skeletons 
were of large slse— a man and a woman. 
That of the man lay upon its b 
with arms by its side, while that of the 
woman was in a crouching attitude, 
resting against the head-board, with 
a brass candle-stick clasped in 1U 
bony fingers. The sight n " 




away, only to be confronted by a 
sight more gruesome in the adjoining- 
room. Here i the cellar was found 
scrupulously clean but for the mildew 
and musty smell. Ranged along the 
north and west sides were two long 
benches made of split log's, on which 
were nine skeletons, some of which had 
partially fallen. All of these skeletal 
were In a crumbling condition, but 
they held together sufficiently to per- 
mit removal to a couble of long coffins, 
in which they were placed for burial 
Thursday.
